REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of the town of Hebron: The School Board 
respectfully submit their report for the year ending 
March rst, 1893:— 


The number of schools supported by the town district 
during the year has been two; one at East Hebron and one 
at the village. We have also sent two scholars to Bridge- 
water. 

The summer term of eleven weeks of the East Hebron 
school was taught by Miss NerTriE M. FOLLANSBEE, of 
Dorchester, a teacher of some experience. She came tous 
highly recommended, and our high expectations were fully 
realized. The pupils were interested, as the long roll of 
perfect attendance shows. ‘The order was excellent, and 
we were so well pleased with the school that we engaged - 
Miss Follansbee for the fail and winter terms, believing 
that the right teacher had been found for this school. 

Number of visitors, 16. Roll of Honor: Rosy M. Adams, 
Maud N. Merrill, Eddie Merrill, Glennie P. Sanborn, Fred 
N. Barnard, Victor V. Hartford, Waller R. Merrill, Frank

Through the fall term of nine weeks and the winter term 
of eight weeks Miss Follansbee kept the school up to her 
former standard. Number of visitors, fall term, 5; winter 
term, 6. |

bly known in this vicinity, and acquainted with the school, 
having taught here for the past six years. Success crown- 
ed her efforts, and the improvement made was equal to the 
best.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

Our schools are now in good working order, and such 
good progress has been made that the question arises, 
Would not a change of teachers vefard the progress? 
_ Therefore we would suggest that the same teachers be em- 
ployed for the coming school year. 

Nonattendance seems to be our greatest drawback, and 
we ask the parents to aid us in remedying this evil, by in- 
sisting on the prompt and regular attendance of their chil- 
dren every day unless prevented by sickness. We would 
recommend that parents visit our schools more frequently, 
giving the teacher and pupils a word of encouragement 
now and then, thus showing them that you feel an interest 
in the school. 

We have purchased charts the past year for each school- 
room, and they have been successfully used during the fall 
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and winter terms. They are now used in nearly every 
town in the state, and prove of great value in illustrating 
most branches taught in our cominon schools. 


In closing our report for the year, we desire to express 
our thanks to the citizens for the interest they have taken 
in our schools, and hope they will feel satisfied that the 
School Board have done their best to profitably expend the 
funds entrusted to them.
